the most drastic press gag law in 
the history of the German re- 
public. 


The law provides a maximum 


suspension of one month for any 
newspaper printing 
false news 


about vital affairs of the state, 
ridiculing government officials or 
institutions or lauding acts of vio- 
lence. 


Under the decree, also, the 


papers are enjoined from inciting 
general strikes or strikes in vital 
industries and from inciting per- 
sons to disobedience of govern- 
ment decrees.
